Within the last two. years more than 1,600 
persons in England and Wales have had 
their furniture, pictures, and books sold for 
taxes. One hundred and fitty “ lots ” were 
offered at a single auction.., More than 40,000 
suits have been brought against recalcitrant 
rate-payers. Several have been thrown in 
prison, Despite the determination and rigor 
-of the government the passive resistance 
movement is spreading. It hasextended into 
all parts of England. The people of Wales, 
where a remarkable religious revival is tak- 
ing place, under the auspicesof the free 
churches, are practically a unit in supporting 
it, and many prominent men are forwarding 
it. The passage of the education bills caused 
the Balfour ministry a great deal of trouble; 
and the resistance to their enforcement is 
likely to help bring about its downfall if 
other causes do not.

OWHERE is there offered a better op- 

portunity for character study than in 

a free employment office. The char- 

acters with which the employment 

agent comes in contact are varied in 

the extreme. The agent has to deal with 

every class of the unemployed which the city 

affords. During a dull season, particularly 

if it is in winter, the farce of a free employ- 
ment office sees many pathetic scenes.

‘Ago Was Crude Science. 
By E. O. von Lippman. 


‘HIGHLY interesting 
A work has been discovered recently 


which throws much needed light upon 
the status of chemistry a thousand 
. years ago. The book, which is en- 
titled “The Book of Pharmacological 
Principles,” was written in the year 975 by 
Abu Mansur Muwaffak of Hirow, in northern 
Persia, and has been almost’ completely pre- 
served in a copy by one of the pupils of the 
author. 

‘The book is of the greatest importance for 
the study of the history of chemistry. and is, 
up to the present time, the oldest authentic 
record of ee that re- 
mote period. 

Of the metalloids a their combinations 
Abu Mansur mentions sulphur, carbon, sali- 
cylic acid, and water. Of sulphur he says that 
itis of a dry and hot nature, sometimes of yel- 
low or white, at other times of reddish color, 
and enters into combinations with many dif- 
ferent substances. It is used medicinally for 
internal and external use and also as an anti- 
dote in cases of poisoning by metallic com- 
binations. 

‘Coal is a black mass remaining after the 
combustion of vegetable or animal sub- 
stances. Abu Mansur was not acquainted 
with the fact that the diamond is carbon in 
crystallized form, but he knew the stone, de- 
scribes it as similar to crystal, refers to its 
extreme hardness, and affirms that it is ex- 
tremely poisonous, acting specifically upon 
the liver. As antidotes against the poison- 
ous effects of the diamond Abu Mansur men- 
tions the juice of Asclepias gigantea, a plant 
growing in India, and burned lead. 

The author also speaks of other gems) like 


the emerald, jasper, and hyacinth, and says 


they are of such cold nature that they could 
not be warmed and resisted the fiercest fur- 
nace heat for several days. They could only 
be dissolved and neutralized in the blood ofa 
buck: which was supposed to cofttain a large 
amount of latent heat. 

Salicylic acid is known to Abu Mansur in 
the form of the Tabashir, contained in the 
milky secretions of the bamboo joints. He 
speaks of glass and assumes that its com- 
ponent parts are known.

He knows 
of the reaction between soda and vinegar, 
and attributes valuable medicinal qualities 
to a. mixture of those two substances... - 
Abu Mansur evidently had but a vague 
acquaintance with ammonia, although he 
speaks of sal ammonia and its peculiar char- 
acteristics. He mentions different kinds of 
salt, of which he considers rock salt is: the 
purest. 

Lime, according to Mansur, is heating, 
caustic, and poisonous... It destroys animal 
tissues and is used as a depilatory. Lime 
water acts in a similar manner. Gypsum 
may be burned like lime Mixed with the 
white of eggs it is an exc t remedy for 
burns, and’ made into a paste with water it 
is of great importance for the treatment of 
fractured bones.

The signs they show am 
easy to recognize, the commonest being odd and constrained attitudes, twitching of iis 
han@s, wahdering of the eyes, grimacing, grinding of the teeth, inattention, and aie 
and uncertain responses to questions. When speaking they have a tendency to @humiDiy | 
over their words. 

Every observant teacher has noticed the tendency of children to grow reste 
irritable, with inability to think clearly and consecutively, unless they are permkie 
to enjoy physical relaxation at frequent intervals. Ten minutes’ exercise in the open 
throws fresh and pure blood into the brain centers and fatigue departs, interest ip ie 
work to be done returning.
